FARM MANAGEMENT 


BEINGJNALYZED 


Our School of Agriculture is und:r- 


^r.king many progressive venture;, 
that are doing a great deal for Agri- 
culture in Wood County. 
One of 


these is a new and special line of 
work known as Farm Management 
Demonstrations. 
The United States 


department of Agriculture in co-oper- 
otion with the Agriculture colleges 
is carrying on this work In twenty- 
three states. 


One of the purposes of the demon- 


stration work is to help the farmer 
to study and analyze his farm busi- 
ness as a whole or unit,_ to nud out 
what enterprls.s contribute to the 
income and what their inQuence is 
on profitableness on the farm. It is 
not only a problem of good crops or 
good stock, but also one in size of 
business and diversity with the pro- 
per circulation of capital crops, stock 
and labor, so that all are working 
income. 


It is also the purpose of the Farm 


Management Demonstrations to show 
th? farmers the important factors or 
conditions which apparently influence 
the profits oil their tarms. The farm- 
ers problem is mainly one ot getting 
his farm propel ly organized and then 
farming it careiully. 


H. 0. Watrud is conducting this 


work in-,six or s,ev,:n localities in Wis- 
consin this year. 
Prof. W. W. Clark 


of our Agricultural School secured 
one of these areas or projects, as they 
are ca/iled, for Wood county. They 
have taken too records of a year's 
business on fifty one farms ia a uni- 
form region in Poit Edwards town- 
ship. 
These records will be worked 


up and tabulated to show the average 
results obtained on these farms, .also 
those of the more successful farms in 
the aiea, to see why some farms pay 
better than the average and how th _y 
jo it—what factors in their tanning 
system makes this possible. 


Early in December the interested 


farmers will be called together to 
talk over the results and tables s> 
cured from the work in the area, as 
well as those from other localities. 


Each farmers business is treated 


absolutely private. It contributes to 
the general average and and is re- 
turned to the farmer who gav,? It for 
his own analysis and comparison With 
the average of his community. 


The farmers eveiywhere in tha 


state and in ottwr states join very 
heartily in this work. 
With such 


spirit of co-operation much good 
should come to a community from 
the efforts put forth. 
That which 


benefits our agricultu'ral Interests, 
benefits us all.

Shortage of One-Dollar Bills. 


The United States is suffering from 


a ifl bill famine, according to United 
States Treasurer John Burke, who 
declared that, not w'thstanding the 
fact that $14,664,000 ia $1 bills had 
b,2en furnished to the sub-treasuries, 
there is a demand for this variety of 
currency which the treasury had not 
been able to meet. Approximately 
$9,'456,000 in ?2 bills has been issued 
to help the demand. 


The treasury a'lso has furnished 


approximately $17,000,000 silver cer- 
tificates and United States notes. Half 
dollars, quarters, and dimes have 
been shipped out to the amount of 
nearly $6,000,000 and more than 
$1,000,000 worth of nickels and pen- 
nies have been sent to the sub-treas- 
urlss making a total of approximately 
$48,000,000 in subsidiary coins sent 
to sub-treasuries since August 1st.

$1 000,000 worth of nickels and pen- 
nies have been sent to the sub-treas- 
urias making a total of approximately 
$48,000,000 in subsidiary coins sent 
to sub-treasuries since August 1st.

If you were to ask any diplomatist 


of experience In what the real Balls- 
faction of his calling consists, I think 
he would answer that It is in dissect-

years of service. 


And when, through an indiscretion, 


a combination of events which over- 
came my prudence, I was unable to 
serve his majesty longer in an ac- 
credited post, I found the old oppor- 
tunity for psychological observation In 
no way diminished.

sche, that might was right, and ' Va 
Victis " 


Thirdly, the upkeep ot a glgantl 


army and navy had become too grea 
to be borne, and the cannonmakers 
manded a fresh output that shoul 
eclipse all their previous production 
ana stimulate their business 
So di 


their shareholder, among whom wer 
meu prominent in court circles. 


Add the fact that Russia was reor- 


ganizing her army, that a report read 
in the French senate had demonstrat- 
ed France's unreadiness for war Add 
that tho Kiel canal had just been 
deepened to accommodate the largest 
dreadnaughts, and that for Germany 
it was a case of now or never 


But consider most of all that Ireland 


•was on the verge of civil war, and that 
England, Germany's most foimidable 
antagonist, was believed thus to be 
hopelessly crippled. 


And that is why I say that In John 


Redmond's hands lay the destinies of 
the British empire. 


I had fulfilled the flrst part of the 


task assigned to me by the British for- 
eign minister, Sir Edward Qroj. I had 
discovered these secret springs of war 
and had warned the British govern- 
ment of what was in preparation. But 
I had reason to believe that the gov- 
ernment, perplexed and distracted by 
the Irish question, paid less respect to 
my warning than was necessary. 


Meanwhile, In Berlin, in the Ball- 


platz, all eyes were turned upon Ul- 
ster 
The importance which the Irish 


difficulties assumed in the eyes of con- 
tinental statesmen may be gauged 
from the fact that the day when an 
Irish settlement 
was 
officially 
an- 


nounced to be Impossible—July 24— 
was the day when Austria launched 
her preposterous ultimatum against 
Serbia- 


It will be- remembered that the con- 


ference which his majesty called at 
Buckingham palace, in a last despe- 
rate attempt to avert civil war in Ire- 
land, lasted two days. On the second 
day, while London was filled with va- 
rying rumors, 1 was seated In the club 
smoking room, listening to the ani- 
mated conversation of a number ot 
the diplomatic and military officers 
who frequented it.

Star's Velocity. 


Tue velocity of a star seems to be 


a factor of its effective age. Unlike 
ordinary^ human experience, the speed 
of a star increases with its advancing 
years, and in the whirl of spheres 
above us it is the young who cannot 
jeep the pace. The average velocity 
of stars ranges from about six kilo- 
meters, or between three and four 
miles, per second for "young" stars to 
about thirty kilometers per second for 
'old" ones. But notable exceptions 
occur. At Mount Wilson solar observ- 
atory of the Carnegie institution some 
stars have been found to move with 
velocities of 111, 150, 179, 233, 216 and 
even 326 kilometers per second, the 
ilghest speed yet known.

their use as food. 
It is not believed that any race to- 


day eats them. 
They are regarded 


everywhere in the East as an abhor- 
rent calamity, and the presence of 
vast swarms in Palestine-is- held to be 
a forerunner of complete crop failure, 
both of fruits and cereals. 


Star's Velocity. 


Tne velocity of a star Btiems to be 


a factor of its effective age. 
Unlike 


ordinary human experience, the speed 
of a star increases with its advancing 
years, and in the whirl of spheres 
above us it is the young who cannot 
keep the pace. The average velocity 
of stars ranges from about six kilo- 
meters, or between three and four 
miles, per second for "young" stars to 
about thirty kilometers per second for 
"old" ones. But notable exceptions 
occur. At Mount Wilson solar observ- 
atory of the Carnegie institution some 
stars have been found to move with 
velocities of 141, 150, 179. 233. 216 and 
even 326 kilometers per second, the 
highest speed yet known.

cover it with tin covers.

Gcriuiluin Crab Apple, Jelly. 


Wash the fruit until quite clean 


and cut Into pieces, remove stem and 
bud and put into a preserving kettle. 
Cover with water and boil until it 
is well cooked or until the fruit can 
be mashed easily. 
Put 
cheesecloth 


over a strainer and let drain, strain 
again thru a clean piece of cheese- 
cloth, m-sasure, and for each pint of 
juice allow a pint or approximately 
a pound of granulated sugar. 
Set 


the strained juice on the flre. When 
the liquid begins to boil then skim 
it. 
Boil rapidly for twenty minutes. 


Now pour in the sugar, stirring until 
th: sugar is dissolved. 
When the 


liquid begins to boil run a rose ger- 
anium leaf through it. . This gives 
the jelly a most delicious flavor. Boil 
for twenty minutes longer. 
Put it 


into jelly glasses. 
Let it siand for 


thre^ or four days and cover with 
paraffin. 
When the paraffin is hard 


cover it with tin covers. 
It is not 


necessary to heat the sugar before 
putting it into the liquid.

The herd must average 250 Ibs. 


of fat per cow per year before fair 
returns may be expected. 
There is 


p.o reason why every farmer should 
not have a herd thai will produce at 
least that much, and with good man- 
agement a herd can be secured that 
will yield more. 


Another fundamental Is the num 


her of cows kfcpt. 
There are many 


farmers who are not making money 
because they do not keep enough 
cows. 
At least twenty good cows 


should be kept on every 120 acres. 
The farmer, nke all business men, 
has certain overhead expenses before 
any returns come to him for bis labor 
and capital ho must do a certain vol- 
ume of business. 
Small profits but 


a large volume of business have made 
many a man rich. The farmer should 
keep this factor in mind. 


Another fundamental to consider 


in order to mak3 the farm pay is the 
character of the crops raised. What 
crops will provide the most feed per 
icre and at tho same time find a ready 
mark'l cither direct in the city or 
through the cow should bo considered 
by the farmer. The cow wants pro- 
tein and succulent feeds. What crops 
provide these tli^ best?

many, but corn is the best crop tor 
the silo and will provide a large 
amount of feed per acre.

Al- 
falfa does not grow under all circum- 
stances, but where it does it should 
be raised, for it yields big crops and 
supplements silage splendidly. Where

culosis sanatorium. The chances for 
recovery are seldom so good under 
any other conditions. 
If, therefore, 


arrangements can be mado to have 
tho patient enter a sanatorium, you 
will do best for the patient, for the 
boarders and for your own amily.

at all impossible for well people to 
live in fairly clo»3 contact with con- 
sumptives without serious danger to 
their health.

the Kansas university and Columbia 
law school and entered the practice 
of his profession at Omaha. Later lie 
went to Minneapolis, where he remain- 
ed for some years before coming to 
Superior.

Bombardment 
of Fortifications and 


Battle Along Isonzo in Progress 


For Two Weeks. 


Geneva, Nov. 23. via Paris.—It Is re- 


ported unofficially in dispatches from 
Laibach, Austria, that the fortifica- 
tions of Goritz have been almost de- 
stroyed by the Italian artillery. 


Intense bombardment of Austrian 


position In the Goritz zone of Italian 
artillery continues, according to the 
official statement Issued at Rome. A 
successful attack was. begun north- 
west of Oslava, and Italian Infantry 
obtained a firm footing on part of the 
summit of Monte San Michele. 


The bombardment of Goritz and 


the battle which has been in progress 
on the Isonzo front for the last two 
weeks has been marked by some of 
the bitterest fighting on any front 
during the war. The Italians already 
hold Monfalcone, and this, with the 
capture of Goritz, which seems near, 
probably 
meanei the early fall of 


Trieste to the Italians, which would 
give the best part of Austria's coast 
line to Italy. 


The 
Serbian town of Novlpazar, 


which is only twenty-five miles from 
the Montenegrin frontier, has been 
taken 
by the Germans. This an- 


nouncement was made by the war of- 
flve at Berlin, which reported also the 
capture of 4,400 Serbians on Sunday. 


The Serbian Segation at Roma re- 


ports an important Sorbian victory at 
Leskovats, in the NIsh district, after a 
battle lasting several days. The Bul- 
garian losses, the legation adds, were 
enormous.

To 
this end lie proposes that the shooting 
of deer, both male and female and of 
all ages, be prohibited in Wisconsin 
every other year. He would have an 
open season of not to exceed twenty 
days, but only once In two years.

OMBTHING more than a score 
of years ago James G. Elaine 
resigned his position as secre- 
tary of state in the cabinet o( 
President Harrison. 
He 
was 


succeeded by Gen. John W. Fos- 
ter. 
A few months ago William 


J. Bryan resigned his position 


as secretary of state In the cabinet of President 
Wilson. 
He was succeeded by Robert Lansing. 


These two statements of fact are put together 
because it may be justified by the human inter- 
est which seems to exist in the fact that John 
W. Foster is the father-in-law of Robert Lansing. 


It is probable that no two men more entirely 


different In temperament and In manifestations 
thereof ever existed than William J. Bryan and 
his successor in office, Robert Lansing. 
Mr. 


Bryan was more or less inclined to be hall fel- 
low well met with men. Mr. Lansing has little 
of the hall fellow well met in him, "but never- 
theless he is approachable, genial and almost 
without Question the best listener that the state 
department has had for a great many years. 


Now it is said frequently that the man who is 


a good listener Is more apt to get results than 
the man who Is, we shall not say a good, 
but a great talker. Those who know the pres- 
ent secretary of state say that there is no chan- 
nel connecting one of his ears with the other. 
This simply is their way of expressing the fact 
that nothing that goes into one of Mr. Lansing's 
ears finds exit from the other. 
He holds fast 


what he hears and later he acts on his knowl- 
edge or refuses to act on it as seems better to 
his understanding of the case. 


Ordinarily speaking, persons like 'to hear 


stories about men in high positions. It is prob- 
ably no exaggeration to say that there are a 
thousand stories about Mr. Bryan, about Mr. 
Knox, about Mr. Root, and about one or an- 
other of the predecessors in office of the present 
Incumbent to one about the present Incumbent 
himself. 
When one says stories, of course, he 


means human interest and humorous stories. Mr. 
Lansing does not lend himself readily to the ex- 
ploitation o£ fun making. He is a grave man, a 
receptive man and therefore not at' all an ex- 
uberant man. His sense of humor, however, Is 
keen and he enjoya a good story well told and 
enjoys it with an evident, if quiet, showing ot 
appreciation. 


The kind of story they tell about Mr. Lansing 


when a story is demanded is in character some- 
thing like that ot the man himself, grave and 
dignified, and not possessing the qualities which 
make up the more or less substantial story with 
a substratum of humor. 


For instance, not long ago two ambassadors 


representing foreign countries, and one high 
official ot the United States government, ex- 
pressed a desire for an audience with Mr. Lan- 
sing on a certain Thursday evening. Mr. Lan- 
sing said that he would be happy to see the 
gentlemen at almost any other time, "but on 
Thursday evening I must go to church." 


Now, 
Robert Lansing is a Presbyterian, and a 


good one. It took real sincerity of purpose for 
a secretary of state, who is supposed to be ready 
at any. hours of the day or night to listen to 
the plenipotentiaries of foreign powers, to say 
In effect, "No, state matters must wait until 
after prayer meeting." 


When Mr. Bryan was secretary of state he 


saw the newspaper men frequently, and his Inter- 
course with them was rather of the free and 
easy sort because the Nebraska gentleman was 
and is a newspaper man himself. 
The corre- 


spondents, however, did not get any extraor- 
dinary amount of news out of Mr. Bryan despite 
his affability. Mr. Lansing has regular business 
meetings with the correspondents. 
There are 


few stories to fly back and forth, few quips of 
humor, and there is the usual reticence on many 
subjects which marks diplomacy, but Mr. Lan- 
sing, nevertheless, always gives up a story, a 
news item of minor or greater importance, when- 
ever it is proper for him BO to do, and, moreover, 
he is a pretty keen judge of news values despite 
the fact that he Is a lawyer and probably does 
not know a 4-em. dash from a linotype machine. 


Some people say that Mr. Landing had several 


months' training as secretary of state before he 
took office actually. 
These are the people who 


think that he did most of Mr. Bryan's work. 
This probably Is unjust to Mr. Lansing's prede- 
cessor, but it is known definitely that the pres- 
ent secretary was consulted constantly and conn 
sistently upon most of the matters relating to our 
foreign intercourse, which recently, as everybody 
knows, has been in a state not only delicate, but 
perilous. 
, 


It is pretty definitely known now that when 


Mr. Lansing was counselor for the state depart- 
ment he aided the president materially in writing 
the note to Germany which was penned June 9. 
It was the tone of this note which Mr. Bryan 
thought was too militant, and It was this note In 
a way which caused the Nebraskan to resign his 
position aa chief of the president's' cabinet. 


When it is said that a man is grave, a good

Robert Lansing Is a baseball fan; he Is 
also a painter of no mean ability; he knows how 
to .handle the rod and reel and can land with 
•neatness and dispatch a brook trout or a sma'd- 
mouth bass. 
Moreover, Mr. Lansing likes the 


social life, and not Infrequently he is to be soon 
at afternoon affairs when state department duties 
'are not pressing, and still more frequently at eve- 
ning affairs where, as one might say, he looseas 
up a bit and talks In a way to draw his auditors 
and to hold them. 


Oswald Garrison Vlllard has written In the 


New York Evening Post this little description of 
Mr. Lansing's personal appearance: 


"The contrast between Mr. Bryan and his suc- 


cessor Is nowhere more marked than in their 
personalities. Mr. Lansing Is a handsome man, 
with notably fine eyes and a winning countenance 
that lights up most attractively when he is 
amused. 'He smiles with his eyes as well as 
otherwise,' writes a Washington reporter about 
him, and there is a keenness In their expression 
which indicates an able and. a nimble mind. He 
la altogether of grave and dignified 
presence, 


which IB enhanced by his prematurely gray hair 
—he is only fifty-one. He is well groomed, 
stands up straight and looks directly Into the 
eyes of his questioners. Usually he is wearing 
the black cutaway of statesmanship. 
You feel 


instinctively that he la r>. man to tie to", the kind 
.which'shrewd, Intuitive women would naturally 
seek as a counselor. Indeed, this title which he 
has hitherto borne ia the state department fits 
him like a glove." 


In the paragraph which is quoted something Is 


said about the secretary of state being a hand- 
some man. Some Washington residents declare 
that he is the handsomest man in the cabinet. 
Others do not agree to this, but all admit that the 
secretary's way of carrying himself is all that it 
should be..: It Is.perhaps probable that Mr. Lan- 
sing knows that he carries himself well.. At any 
rate he alone is responsible for his carriage, 
while his tailor is responsible in considerable 
measure for making the secretary admittedly 
the best-dressed man In public life In- Washing- 
ton. 


It may be asked who is, or, rather, who was, 


Robert Lansing? While the answer Is not to be 
given in a'few words, It is probable that the 
secretary, of state ,was comparatively unknown 
until he came Into prominence In connection 
with our delicate dealings with Mexico, and with 
the other powers, little and great, which re- 
cently haye been at trouble1 among themselves or 
within themselves, and have been directly and in- 
directly causing trouble to the.United States. 


Robert Lansing was born in a small city, Wa- 


tertown, In northern New York, only n few mill's j 
from the St. Lawrence rlvor, from tli« waters of 
which It Is probable that as a boy lie drew many 
a pickerel mid buss nml laid the foundation ot 
his love for the sport which Isaac Walton made 
famous. 
Ho entered tlio mute department tin 


counselor one your ugo last Mnrdi. BiiccpeillnB 
John Basselt Moore. 
For thirty years, that la 


since lie \vas twenty-one years of age. Mr. Lim- 
siiiK has been studying and practicing Interna- 
tional law. 
He was connected In bchulf oC the 


United States with a great many arbitration 
cases. Ho was tills government's associate coun- 
sel in the fur seal arbitration twenty-two years 
ago, 
and later ho represented tlio government 


before the Boring sea claims commission, 
Ho 


was counsel for the government in the Alaska 
boundary dispute and ho luin nerved Uncle Sam 
In China, Mexico, Venezuela and nt The Haguo 
In various arbitration matters. 


It Is said that Robert Lansing slipped easily 


and gracefully into the big chair in the cabinet 
room which stands at tlio right hand ot tho 
Digger chair which Is occupied by Woodrowr Wil- 
son 
A good many nipn ot note hove occupied 


the chair. When a roan ceases to bo secretary 
of state history invariably makes an estimate of 
him and of his services. What will the verdict 
ho concerning Robert Lansing? 


One thing Is certain, Mr. Lansing entered upon 


his great office duties at a time when It Is pos- 
sible for a man to win his spurs or to lo«o them, 
and that quickly. There arc heavy burdens ou 
tho shoulders of this present incumbent of high 
cabinet office. 
When the corner mono of tho 


Pan-American building was laid Theodore Rooso- 
velt then president of the United States, deliv- 
ered an address In which ho said that there had 
been many great secretaries of state but that 
there had been none greater than Ellhu Root 


At the laying of some corner stone or at tho 


ceremonies attending some other memorable oc- 
casion will It bo Woodrow Wilson's part to rise 
to his feet and say, "There have been many great 
secretaries of state, but none greater than Rob- 
ert Lansing?" 
In writing this sketch one very important mat- 


ter came pretty near being overlooked. Robert 
Lansing, secretary of state, is a poet. Some peo- 
ple say that he is "a writer of exquisite verse. 
Poetry is poetry; verse Is either near poetry or 
no kin to poetry. 
Mr. Lansing does not claim 


to be a great poet. It is probable that ho writes 
poetry as a diversion. At any rate, It is goner- 
ally conceded that he Is a pretty fair poet, and 
that he also is much more than a pretty fair 


'"'so'when tho American people have a secretary 
of state who can make other nations sit up and

OMETHIXG more than a score 
of years ago James O. Blame 
resigned his position as secre- 
tary of state in the cabinet of 
President 
Harrison. 
He 
was 


succeeded by Gen. John NV. Fos- 
ter. 
A few months ago William 


J. Bryan resigned his position 


as secretary of state in the cabinet of President 
Wilson. 
He was succeeded by Robert Lansing. 


These two statements of fact are put together 
because it may be justified by the human inter- 
est which seems to exist in the fact that John 
W. Foster is the father-in-law of Robert Lansing. 


It is probable that no two men more entirely 


different in temperament and in manifestations 
thereof ever existed than William J. Bryan and 
his successor In office, Robert Lansing. 
Mr. 


Bryan was more or less Inclined to be hail fel- 
low well met with men. Mr. Lansing has little 
of the hail fellow well met in him, 'but never- 
theless he is approachable, genial and almost 
without question the best listener that the state 
department has had for a great many years. 


Now it la said frequently that the man who Is 


a good listener is more apt to get results than 
the man who is, we shall not say a good, 
but a great talker. 
Those who know the pres- 


ent secretary of state say that there is no chan- 
nel connecting one of his ears with the other. 
This simply is their way of expressing the fact 
that nothing that goes into one of Mr. Lansing's 
ears finds exit from the other. 
He holds fast 


what he hears and later ho acts on his knowl- 
edge or refuses to act on it as seems better to 
his understanding of the case. 


Ordinarily 
speaking, persons like 'to hear 


stories about men in high positions. 
It is prob- 


ably no exaggeration to say that there are a 
thousand stories about Mr. Bryan, about Mr. 
Knox, about Mr. Root, and about one or an- 
other of the predecessors in office of the present 
incumbent to one about the present Incumbent 
himself. 
When one says stories, of course, ho 


means human interest and humorous stories. Mr. 
Lansing does not lend himself readily to the ex- 
ploitation of fun making. He is a grave man, a 
receptive man and therefore not at all an ex- 
uberant man. His sense of humor, however, is 
keen and ho enjoys a good story well told and 
enjoys it with an evident, if quiet, showing of 
appreciation. 


The kind of story they tell about Mr. Lansing 


when a story is demanded Is in character some- 
thing like that of the man himself, grave and 
dignified, and not possessing the qualities which 
make up the more or less substantial story with 
a substratum of humor. 


For instance, not long ago two ambassadors 


representing foreign countries, and 
one high 


official of the United States government, ex- 
pressed a desire for an audience with. Mr. Lan- 
sing on a certain Thursday evening. Mr. Lan- 
sing said that he would be happy to see the 
gentlemen at almost an;- other time, "but on 
Thursday evening I must go to church." 


Now Robert Lansing is a Presbyterian, and a 


good one. It took real sincerity of purpose for 
a secretary of state, who is supposed to be ready 
at any hours 6£ the day or night to listen to 
the plenipotentiaries of foreign powers, to say 
In effect, "No, state matters must wait until 
after prayer meeting." 


When Mr. Bryan was secretary of state he 


saw the newspaper men frequently, and his Inter- 
course with them was rather of the free and 
easy sort because the Nebraska gentleman was 
and Is a newspaper man himself. 
The corre- 


spondents, however, did not get any extraor- 
dinary amount of news out of Mr. Bryan despite 
his affability. 
Mr. Lansing has regular business 


meetings with the correspondents. 
There are 


few stories to fly back and forth, few quips of 
humor, and there is the usual reticence on many 
subjects which marks diplomacy, but Mr. Lan- 
sing, nevertheless, always gives up a story, a 
news item of minor or greater Importance, when- 
ever it is proper for him so to do. and, moreover, 
ne is a pretty keen judge of news values despite 
the fact that he is a lawyer and probably does 
not know a 4-em dash from a linotype machine. 


Some people say that Mr. Lanaing had several 


months' training as secretary of state before he 
took office actually. These are the people who 
think that he did most of Mr. Bryan's work. 
This probably is unjust to Mr. Lansing's prede- 
cessor, but it Is known definitely that the pres- 
ent secretary was consulted constantly and con-, 
sistently upon most of the matters relating to our 
foreign intercourse, which recently, as everybody 
knows, has been in a state not only delicate, but 
perilous. 
It Is pretty definitely known now that when 


Mr Lansing was counselor for the state depart- 
ment he aided the president materially in writing 
the note to Germany which was penned June 9. 
It was the tone of this note which Mr. Bryan 
thought -was too militant, and it was this note in 
a way which caused the Nebraskan to resign his 
position as chief of the president's cabinet. 


When it Is said that a man is grave, a good 


listener and not overgiven to talking, the Im- 
pression received is perhaps that he Is lacking 
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in Interest in what are called the human things 
of life. Robert Lansing is a baseball fan: ho Is 
also a patiiter of no mean ability; he knows how 
to handle the rod and reel and can land wl:h 
neatness and dispatch a brook trout or a sma:l- 
mouth bass. 
Moreover, Mr. Lansing likes the 


BOCial life, and not Infrequently he Is to be ner.n 
at afternoon affairs when state department duties 
are not pressing, and still more frequently at eve- 
ning affairs where, as one might Bay, he loosens 
up a bit and talks in a way to draw his auditors 
and to hold them. 
Oswald Garrison Vlllard has written In the 


New York Evening Post this little description of 
Mr. Lansing's personal appearance: 


"The contrast between Mr. Bryan and his suc- 


cessor is nowhere more marked than in their 
personalities. Mr. Lansing is a handsome man, 
with notably fine eyes and a winning countenance 
that lights up most attractively when he is 
amused. 
'He smiles with his eyes as well as 


otherwise,' writes a Washington reporter about 
him, 
and there is a keenness in their expression 


which Indicates an able and a nimble mind. He 
is altogether of grave and 
dignified presence, 


which is enhanced by his prematurely gray hair 
—he Is only fifty-one. He is well groomed, 
stands up straight and looks directly into the 
eyes of his questioners. 
Usually he 
is wearing 


the black cutaway of statesmanship. 
You feel 


instinctively that he is .-. man to tie to', the kind 
which shrewd, intuitive women would naturally 
seek as a counselor. 
Indeed, this title which he 


has hitherto borne la the state department nts 
him like a glove." 


In the paragraph which is quoted something is 


said about the secretary of state being a hand- 
some man. Some Washington residents declare 
that he is the handsomest man in the cabinet. 
Others do not agree to this, but all admit that the 
secretary's way of carrying himself is all that It 
should be. It Is perhaps probable that Mr. Lan- 
sing knows that he carries himself well. At any 
rate he alone is responsible for his carriage, 
while his tailor Is responsible In considerable 
measure for making the secretary admittedly 
the best-dressed man in public life in Washing- 
tonIt may be asked who is. or, rather, wu> was. 
Robert Lansing? While the answer Is not to be 
given In a few words, it Is probable that the 
secretary of state was comparatively unknown 
until he came into prominence In connection 
witli our delicate dealings with Mexico and with 
the other powers, little and great, which re- 
cently have been at trouble among themselves or 
within themselves, and have been directly and in- 
directly causing trouble to the United States.
